NLY a veritable poetic! genius could do adequate 
justice to the true British pluck displayed on 
Saturday last by the crews of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge. The morning was one calculated to depress

Cambridge made a grand effort to 
recover the position, but failed, and one of the finest races 

ever seen resulted in a victory for Oxford by two-fifths of a 

length.

I did not exp.ct that Oxford 
would win the half (J. R. Cleave), for I fancied J. Gilman 
(Cambridge), and so evidently did the Light Blues them- 
selves, or they would probably have started H. W. Work- 
man in both half and three miles. However, this was counter- 
balanced by success on the part of G. Howard Smith (Cam- 
bridge) in the high-jump. He maintained the excellent form 
of his last trial; the Oxonians by no means did. L. J. Cornish 
(Oxford) ran the quarter with fine judgment, and won; he 
also achieved success in the long jump, but he failed in 
the hundred, which A. E. Hind (Cambridge) easily secured. 
The weight and hammer, as expected, both went to E. E. 
May (Oxford); and in the mile, won by F. G. Cockshott in 
4min. 26 4-5 sec., all three Cambridge mien finished in 
front of the Oxonians. The mile, just mentioned, the half 
(1 min. 59 2-5 sec.), the high jump (5ft. 102 in.), and the 
three miles (14 min. 58 sec.) were the best performances at 
this meeting (the thirty-eighth), which resulted in favour 
of Oxford by six events to four. 


England and Scotland Evenly Matched. 


With ground soldened by the rain, which fell nearly the 
whole of Saturday morning and for some time in the after- 
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noon, it was not to be expected that the display of football 
at the Crystal Palace in the last of the season’s Inter- 
nationals would be very good. Both teams strove gallantly 
to make light of the difficulties, and the result was an 
admirably contested game. It is more than likely 
that the Scottish forwards, in more favourable cir- 
cumstances, would have given a really brilliant exhi- 
bition: this was the reflection crea by what they 
did perform. As it happened, however, in really tangible 
matters the sides were very evenly balanced. England 
scored a goal in each half; Scotland two goals in the 
second portion. ‘The play was of very high class in spite of 
the swampy condition of the ground, and some 18,000 
pum wero fully rewarded for their enthusiasm. 
neluded in the company were Lord Kinnaird, the President 
of the Football Association, Sir Spencer Ponsonby-Fane, 
G.C.B., Sir Thomas Lipton, and a large number of past and 
present celebrities in the world of sport. This was the 
thirtieth match between the two countries under Association 
rules.
